8. Detailed E&timates for the completion of the 
Line wero prepared in 1956 by Lientenant-Colonel 
(then Lieutenant) A. ‘Taylor, the Snpermtendent 
of the Road ; but these have never been submitted 
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by the Punjab Government, as it was considered 
that the demand, from its groat amount, could 
then meet with no acceptance, 

9. As is noticed in Colonel Napier's Report of 
Th54,* and ax later floods have since 

* Pare 28. more largely shown, the estimate of 
water-way required in the plain of the Reehna 
Doal, much of which is hable to inundation, was 
very insuflicient, and great injury was done to the 
work as first constructed. ‘The fact is, that, under 
such ercumstances, it ia impossible to form an ac- 
euate judgment of the water-way necessary, until 
al roportion of Embankment has been con- 
tracted, foreinye the flood discharge to define ite 
requirements. The error lay in attempting to 
provide for the dramage before this experience had 
been acquired. The result in parallel circumstances, 
on the Last Indian Railway in the Ganges Valley 
would have been similar, but far more serious, had 
the work of the Contractors there advance’, pre- 
vious to the great rains of 1846, as rapidly us was 
at one time anticipated.

17. My impression hefore traversing this Roa! 
was, that the expenditure m its construetion had 
been somewhat reckless, ‘That impression has 
becn a goo deal modified by personal inspection 
of the work. 

18. Doubtless the vigour‘with which work was 
commenced and carried on between 1851 and 
1856 in acountry where neurly all skilled labor 
was a novelty, and where wheeled cartiuge was 
almost unknown, was accompanied by a lure 
expenditure ; whilst the scale and solidity of the 

‘oa Embankments§ and 
forty forts the high class of gradients 
adopted, 3 in 100, aimed at 
once ata more costly perfection than we may 
judge to have been wise, now that the magnitude 
of the undertaking, the length of time required 
for its completion, und the consequent liability to 
interruption by failure of funds, are fully appre- 

But without shutting my eyes to this, 1 
must also admit that at that time the whole 
spirit of the Government tended rather to stinm 
lite than to check vigorous progress, with tao 
little regard to calculations of cost. And little as 
I desire to tolerate any recurrence to this eystemn 
of wholesale working without proper Estum: 
am not indisposed to the belt which’ some 
entertained, that this large and energetic develop- 
ment of Jabor, aud the expenditure by which 
it was accompanied on this and other great works 
in the Punjab under Sir Robert Napwr’s advice 
and general direction, was one, at least, of the 
elements which impressed the’ most manly race 
in India with the vigour and benificence of British 
Rule, and, under Providence, tended through the 
maintenance of ordet und uctive loyalty in the 
Panjab to the recovery of Hindoostan, 


19. 1 have said that my impressions as to tho 
expenditure were modified by personal inspection. 

This applies chiefly to that most difficult, and 
costly Section of the Road which extends from tM 
Kharian Pass on this side the Jhelum, to a few 
miles beyond the Indus at Attock, a distance of 
somewhat more than 180 miles. 

20, Nothing but such personal inepection, or 
a model of the tract, could communicate a just 
idea of its difficulties: Theso are not to bo estimated 
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side slopes 5 
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by counting on a Map the ranges of Hills that 
have to be traversed (such, indeed, there are, but 
they are not very® numerous), or the great num- 
ber of Rivers that have to be passed, all, in the 
rainy season, of fomidable discharge and velocity 
—one requires to ste alsu how the Valleys are filled 
by a confusion of distorted and half-indurated 
strata, worn by the action of water into fantastic 
gullics and pinnacles, and how the up-lying plains 
and rolling country of the central region between the 
Thclum and the Indus ure torn hy ravines, andden, 
deep, formidable, and of infinite recurrence, in 
order to judge justly of the Engineering tact and 
pationce required to select a Line through such a 
country, and of the enormous labor and inovita- 
ble cost that had to be faced in its constru 

21, The Cuttings and Embankments 
ted by this singular formation often approach and 
sometimes exceed sixty feet. in height or depth. 
The construction of an Embankment across a 
Ravine involves of course a Culvert for drainage. 
Let it be considered that a Culvert under an 
Eabankment of such magnitude extends nearly to 
200, sometimes, if oblique, nearly to 500 feet in 
Jength, and has otten to afford for tho sudden 
discharge of the rain-fall in such a country as 1 
have deserihed a water-way of ten, twenty, and 
thirty feet, and some vivid conception may be 
obtained of the magnitude of the work, as ex- 
hubited in this one feature. 

22. Nothing struck me more than the careful 
and elaborate detail with which provision was 
everywhere made fur the permanence of the Roud | 
Ly securing it from tho scour of water, ¢ te 
ting being carefully flanked by catch-water drai 
and every natural accident taken advantage of, to 
divert water from the surface of the way, or to 
avoid the multiplication of Culverts where one 
could be made to do the work of two by cutting 
or tunnelling through the intervening barrier. 

23. ‘Taken altogether, 1 have seon no Engineer- 
ing work in India’ (and! Ihave seon some great 
works lately), which has impressed me so strongly 
with its grandeur and unquestionable utility, with 
the difficulties that had been faced, and, I will 
add, with the duty of now carrying it to carly 
completion. It is vegy creditable to. the Officers 
who have been engaged on it, of whom I need 
only at present name Lientenant-Colonel A. 
Taylor, of the Engineers, whose services are well 
knowa to you, and his suecessor, Major A. 
Robertson, of the Madras Infantry. 

2k. In saying that I am’ impressed with 
the duty of carrying the work to completion, 
Thave not omitted to consider the question of the 
posvible construction of a Railway in this direction, 
Tt appears to me not merely that the 
completion of a Railway to Peshawur must be 
still too distant to rule our present action in this 
matter, but also that the construction of auch a 
Railway need not enter at all into our contem- 
plation. 

26, Commercially, it could never be profitable 
whilst the state of the countries to the Westward 
‘of Peshawur remaains euch as it is, The annual 
imports into Peshawur from that quarter aro, as far 
asf can learn, not more than vulfiiont for three or 
four Railway Trains. Much more than this would, 
doubtless be derived from other sources, but con- 
sidering how thinly peopled large tracts of these 
‘Western Regions are, I see little prospect of either 
a Goods’ Traffic or a Passenger Traftic that would 
be remunerative.

27. The policy of constructing a Railway must 
therefore rest almost cutirely on Stute grounds, 
It would doubtless render important sersive 
Military communication with the Frontier.

Aajor Robertson's Gencral Report on the best means 
of offecting the passage of the River Indus at 
Altook.

Vpfore tho middle of Anust, the crop of the s ason 
will not be utterly lost, and what is perhaps of 
scarcely less importance, it will be posstble should 
the Rain continue to prepare the land for the great 
Wheat crop of the cold weather. To do this, ifno 
Rain falls, is impracticable as the ground 
becomes so hard that the plongh cannot enter it. 
With a partial sulvation of the present and a cere 
tainty of the subsequent  Rubbee” or Winter and 
Spring crops, the relief required ean be given by 
remissions and temporary suspensions of Revenue

‘As concerns the Agency tobe employed there 
already exist, certainly in'tho North-Western Pro- 
vinees and I'think ulso in the Punjab, reeognized 
bodies whose duties indicate them to be well suited 
for the general direction of local rolief measures, 
Trefer to District Road Fand Committees which 








include the Commissicner (at Central Stations), | 


the Magistrate and Collector, the Engineer, the 
Medical Officer, and one or more non-official or 
influential Native Geutlemen, Re-enforced by the 
Chaplain or the Missionary, and with power to 
associate with themselves ‘any others whose aid 
they might consider it important to secure, I 
Delieve these bodies would be found very efficient 
Local Relief Committees and through their agency 
such sums as Government might allot could safely 
be disbursed. 

It is probuble that, in accordance with our ex- 
petience in the Famine of 1838, the Natives in 
considerable Towns might desire to form Commit. 
tees amont themselves for dispensing relief, Any 
such desire would of course receive hearty encou- 
ragement from the Local Authorities, and should 
they desire farther to uct independently of the 
District Relief Committee they might do so, pro- 
vided they dealt with fands subseribed by them- 
selves only. But if they sought participation in 
the Government allotment, they must accept as 
indispensable conditions subordination to the Dis- 
trict Committee and liability to inspection of 
accounts and revision of work by it or its appoint- 
ed Agents. On no other conditions should any 
yublie money lve granted to Native Committass. 

don’t think that many will evek this indepen- 
dence but some may, and on these, even if working 
separately the Civil Officers eun always exercise a 
regulating influence and insure their working in 
accordance with found economical principles. 

‘The District Committee is so formed as to have 
the fullest knowledge of its local wants. If Canals 
are possible within the District tho Canal Officer 
can indivate them ; if Railways traverse it, the 
Railway Officers would be Members, and in com- 
munication with the Collector, who is familiar with 
the trade currents of his District, the best feedi 
Lines of Road to the Railway could be determined, 
and so on with the others each in his special 
sphere. If Tam wrong in supposing that such 

ominittess exist in the-Punjab, no difficulty would 
exist,,I presume, in constituting them. 1 think it 

















important to work in thiy caso by Committecs 
rather than by single District Officers because so 
much more popular an interest is created by a 
share of the work being given togeveral representa.

To give unity, vigor, and efficient super- 
vision to the working of these separate bodies, 
T conceive it to be indispensnble that Govern- 
ment should nominate for each Provinee a Special 
Relief Commissioner who would be ev-officio a 
Member of every, Kclief Committee, aud would

tially locomotive. They would examine the accounts, 
inspect the works and report at short intervals to 
Government on the proceedings of the Com- 
mitteer so that errors or abuscs might be early 
corrected. Officers of tact, temper, experience, and 
suflivient knowledge of aecounts and works should 
Le selected, as much of thesuecess of the scheme 
would depend on their eapacity to insure harmony 
and good fecling among the Committees with 
which they were to be associated. An earnest and 
efficient Lispecting Agency Beems to me however a 
most important. security to Government, and I do 
not think this could be insnred by anything short 
of special appointments, but they would only of 
course Le temporary and not costly, 

Such then is the Relief Ageney I would respect- 
fully suggest by District Committees supervised 
by ‘Special Commissioners acting under the im- 
mediate direction of the Local Governments and 
on the fact of failure of the Rains becoming un- 
questionable, the Lieutenant-Governors should be 
anthorized to constitute existing Road Fund Com. 
mittees as Relief Committees, appointing to them 
any additional Members likely to be useful. 

With reference to the second head, or the forms in 
which relief may be given, I assume that so soon 
as a crisis is imminent, the Government of India 
will place at the disposal of the Locul Governments 
of the North-Western Provinces and the Punjub 
certain fixed gums to be devoted to relief purposes. 
What the precise outlay in the Famine of 1533 
was, Iam not able to say on any formal or official 
grounds, but I have frequently heard the lute Mr. 
‘Thomason, and others familiar with the fucts, state 
that in direct relief of the destitute a Million 
Sterling was expended. The remissions wera 
popularly ed.imated at one and a half Millions 
‘tore. 

‘Awa first instalment probably fifteen Lakhs to 
each Government would be considered suflicient, 
In some cases the Lieutenant-Governor might think 
it expedient to allot a portion of this to a Special 
Department, as the Irrigation or Public Works, or 
Civil Departments, and I can readily understand 
how it might be very desirable to do so instcad of 
placing it all at the disposal of the District Com- 
mittees. Such cases must be left to the decision 
of the Local Governments, but after they have 
been provided for, the balance would be allotted to 
the District Committees in such Frcpertons as the 
special circumstances of each might seem to require, 
and it would be one duty of the Inspecting Officer 
to see that these allowances granted were not 
exceeded. 

I believe it will be found perfectly safe in this 
Country to give to every able-bodied man, and to 
every woman afd child capable of working, ® 
money wage in exchange for their labor, They are 
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not exposed to the temptation that made money 
senwzes ineffective during the Trigh Famine. ‘Tlie 
supply of food of the ordinary kind, which they 
pele to any other, is not likely to fail, the reserve 
Hook in the North-Western Provinces certainly. 
and probably algo in the Punjab exceeds one year’s 
consumption. At dhe very worst period of the 
Famine of 1888, prices actually fell by reason of 
tho Grain Merchants being re-assured hy the activo 
measures of Government to give seenrity to their 
property against, the riots to which at first they 
Were expored. Sure of a safe market, they opened 
their seeret stores freely, and sufficient, if not: 
plentiful, supplies of food became available. Private 
enterprize may safely therefore be relied on for the 
profision of food exactly suited to the tastes of 
the people, and what Government has to do is ta 
supply money enough in exchange for lubor to 
purchase enough of this food to sustain life in 
sufficient vigor for continuous work. 








Further, I think that no relief whatever should 
be given to any but the utterly helpless, except in 
exchange fur labor. Among the classes on whom 
the Famine will full heaviest, the women and 
children are in the habit of working even in ordi- 
nary times and a test like this seems a nece 
None will hesitate to lnbor if the test Le rigidly 
enforced who are in danger of starvatiouand under 
the conditions of the ease itis from starva' 
only that the Government can undertake to s: 
people and even that with a sorrowful incomplete 
ness, Hence I would establish as an absolute 
rule that relief without labor would he granted 
only to the infirm, the aged, and the children 
unable to curry even a little basket of earth. 




















T have no reason to believ’ that this rile would 
cause suffering by reasou of the distance of some 
Villages from work. Work-people under less pres- 
sure than starvation will move long distances in 
search of food. ‘The mi,rations that constantly fol. 
low partial failures of the Rains prove this nomadie 
tendency and perhaps the following illustration 
from my own experience may confirm it, In 
(I think) 1847 no Rain fell in September and 
October and great an: was felt for the 
Wheat crop as not_an acre could be ploughed. 
Unfortunately the River Jumna fell at the samo 
time with unusual rapidity and very heavy cxea- 
vation was necesssary at the Canal Heads Lo ensure 
even a moderate supply. ‘The Country under the 
Sewalic Hills is very thinly populated and the 
working parties procurable on the spot fall fag 
below the strength required. 1 therefore addressed 
a circular letter to the Headmen of all the im- 
portant Villages along the whole length of the 
Canal, explaining fully the difficulties of the case, 
and inviting them to send work-people. hey 
responded 0 willingly that in many cases they 
marched themselves ut the head of their Village 
Contingenta, and upwards of 1,000 people were 
collected in the bed of the Jumnna from distances 
ranging between twenty and 130 miles. Food 
had been collected for them; they were reulaily 
paid and after about ten or {welve days’ labor they 
cleared the bed and secured » full supply. As I 
was on the spot all the time, and in constant com- 
munication with the Headmen, I knew them to 
be well satisfied with the result, and they expressed 
themselves quite ready to repeat their movement 
if necessary. I should have no fear of any difficulty 
being experienced from unwillingness on the part 
of the people to seek work at a distance. 















_ The poople in the North-West and thg Pan- 
Jab are all aggregated into Villuzes or Towks, and 
in cach of those, however small, there is the’ Buta- 
niah or the Bazar. I can scarcely think that 
practical difficulty would be experienced in secur- 
ing a supply to any Villages throuzh the ordinary 
agency of the Bunmahs, and at first at any rate L 
would leave 1t to them without interference on the 
part of Government, 

With referenee to the form of relief to be given 
to the aged, infirm, and helpless, if would probably 
be found best to supply them with fod, not money 
and such food might. be furnished through the 
ageney of the Bunniah ander chick ty 
of the Relic? Committee. Purely private agency 
might act. well fur the relief of these lasses in con- 
siderable Towns, but it will, [ think, be found quite 
inapplicable to seattered Villages, and fir them I fear 
that trasting to private charity would mean that 
the helpless were to perish. In cases where the 
helpless were dependints on people erable of 
working, the latter might probably be trusted 
with money allowances to purchase food for them, 
Int on the whole, I wonld prefer relief by distri- 
bution of fod only. If experience shows that 
collecting the helpless together is as much a 
neesssity in lia_as in Ireland, there would be 
no al difivulty, Tappresend, in grouping 
Villages into unions, and having cheap temporary 
accommodation provided at the Central Station 
| for the helpless of the whole. At the same time 
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T do not expect this necessity to arise, 

Tn reference to Cities, T have ttle doubt that 
the labour relief will be almost if not quite ar 
| helpful to them as to the rural population. Very 
large working parties are even under ordinary 
“i 


ircunstanees drawn from large Towns, and Tmay 
venture to say that there ix scarcely one of these 
throughont the North-Western Provinces or the 
Panjab, that might not be vastly improved by the 
neeessily of employing all ils starving population 
on works within its own limits, or in its 1nmediate 
vicinity. As I have al said, I believe pri- 
‘ate charity to be a reliable resource in Towns, bat 
if Government has to interfere at all, T would stil 
maintain the form of relief by payment for labor 
to the utmost extent possible. 

T cannot think of anything further to add on 
this head at present, and now pass on to consider 
the nature and extent of the Public Works that 
may be undertuken for the relief of the starving 
population. 

‘As concerns the nature of the works, such ug 
are directly remuncrative to Government, as Irvi- 
gation Works in their various forms of Canals, 
Reservoirs, Dams ; such as are indirectly yemune- 
rative as Imperial or District Roads ; stich as con- 
tribute to the more rapid development of Railway 
Lines as Toads to Stations from interior inarts or 
productive puts of Districts shut off from the 
Rails; such as contribute essentially ta the im- 
provement of the health of the people, as*Town 
improvements, drainaze, and the like ; such as add 
tu the culfnrable area of the Country as swamp 
drainages, diversions or regulation of Rivers that 
have gone wrong; such in short as have the com- 
mon churacteristies of permanent and practicable 
utility would have a natural preference over any 
others devised and undertaken simply to meet. the 
call for employment to the people. ‘And I believe 
it may be stated with confidence that there is 
scarcely a single District likely to be famine-strack 
within’ which works having the characteristic 
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reférred to have notalready been subjects of discus" 
sign qnd have been postponed for want. of meant 
to exeoute them. It is not likely that the Famine 
will extend below the Doab, there having already 
been heavy Rain between Allahabad and Benares. 
Within the Donb tho means of finding employ- 
ment for the people include all the Rajb 
main Trunk and the two Terminals of th 
Canal forming a net work of Channels bringing 
work almost to the doors of a large Section of the 
agricultural population, and from the execution of 
every mile of which an immediate gain both to 
Government and people ought to flow; the three 
main branches of the Canal temporarily postponed 
hut which might if need were be put in hand and 
bring relief to another large Section; the Grand 
Trunk Road and its branches, on which vseful work 
might doubtless be found ; the feeding Line to the 
East India Railway ; and local improvements to 
many Towns hike those executed at Meerut in 
1856-57, In Bundelkund, there is large seape for 
very useful works of Irrigation both of the Ieser- 
voir and River Canal classes, and there is room 
too for considerable extension of Rouds having 
prospective reference to the Jul-ulpoor Line of the 
Kast Indian Railway os well to the general 
conyeuience of the Community. Higher up the 
right bank of the Jumna, in the Agra, Muttra, 
and Delhi Distriets, seope will be found for useful 
works of Irrigation, some already matured, others 
that could readily be so, The prospects of the 
Cis-Sutlej Territories and other parts of the Punjab 
seem to have so materially improved that the 
crisis with them is probably past, but if not, the 
Grand ‘Trunk Road ought to give large occupa- 
tion and in the Barce Doab, the Canal’ there has 
still tobe provided with its whole distribution 
Channels forming a ve 
ployment analogous to that of the Ganges Canal. 
With the Tracts of the Westward Tam not 
familiar, but if the necessity should arise and 
fands are available, it is very unlikely that any 
diflicilty will be found there in finding works of 
real usefulness to execute. Returning to the left 
Dank of the Ganges, Rohilound is traversed by 
Rivers, for utilizing some of which complete 
projects have already been submitted and post- 
poned. Under stimulus much more might be 
done than has yet been provided for, and I do 
not doubt that large means of occupation could 
Le provided throughout that Province. 























On the whole it seems to me that the work 
which might be put in hand will fir exceed the 
ceed Which, aves. in’ a web of Ge tangent 
liberality, Government could devote to it, whether 
those means be in money or in men. My object 
however under this Section has been mainly to 
shew that there will bo no want of Public Works, 
profitable and permanently useful, on which to 
employ a starving people should we be compelled 
todo sp. 

‘The extent to which such works ean he put in 
hand depends first, on the Funds that can be 
made available for them ; and second, on the extent 
of establishment that can be eupplied for txecutive 
purposes and supervision. 

‘Whatever the amount of the appropriations by 
the Supreme Government may be, T eela ieave 
the selection in dotail of the works té Le under- 
taken entitely to the Local Government. They 
Know of necessity most minutely the actual or 
varying wante of their Districts, and in a state of

Famine, the Executive Chief should be as little 
trammelled “as a Commander having the con- 
fidence of Government would be in a stato of War, 
‘Agcounts would of course be keytt with scrupulous 
‘eate of the personal responsibility of the Special 
Relief Commissioners, and such general reports 
as would keep the Government of India thoroughly. 
informed of all that was going on would be sub- 
mitted at short intervals. 


The question of Establishment for the works is 
adifficult one. Much, if not the whole, of the 
work of the Publie Works Department now in 
hand must goon. It ix probable that in both 
Provinees tho Lieutenant-Governor may wish 
certain parts of this work to be mateially extended, 
which would farther decrease the ability of the 
Department to give aid to detached works, 
still I think it would be found in practice that 
the Public Works Establishments could give 
material aid. Ihave been working all my life 
with Native Establishments controlled by a 
few Enropeans. About five-sixthy of the accounts 
on whivh the expenditure of the Irrigation Depart. 
ment, ringing in my time between thirty and 
forty Lakhs a year, wus passed, wore Vernacular 
accounts, and L have not the least doubt that within 
reasonable hmits and under tolerably close super- 
vision, Natives may safely be trusted with mone; 
to be expended for purposes of relief. ‘They will 
cheat vertainly, but they will do so in moderation, 
and in forms ‘ucquiesced in, ih almost every caso 
by the recipients of the money. ."Their employment 
ig morcover a matter of pure’ necessity. 
he ampossible to work the machinery without their 
help and our safeguard must be in employing 
as Inrgely as practicable rehable Enropean super- 

ion, ‘To get this in quantity enfficient may be 
difficult, but as much professional knowledge is not 
required, the main wants being honesty, activity, 
and good common sense, 1 think that, under the 
emergency, we might draw largely on the younger 
Ollicers of the Army for temporary help, ‘To 
check the simple measurements of excavation or 
other work done, to secure for Government. a fair 
day’s work for a fair day’s wage, to see that wage 
paid to those who have earned it, and to keep in 
forms that would be supplied to them accounts of 
their receipts and dipbureements are all that would 
he required of the Exeentive Supervisors, Possi- 
Dly subordinate Enropeans might be obtained from 
European Regiments, or the Artillery. But great 
care would be needed, as the employment of such 
men suddenly in contact with considerable sums 
of money, and in positions necessarily a good deal 
isolated, is, as we know from large and deplorable 
experience, a course full of risk ; and I would rather 
have one Officer and Gentleman the more on whose 
honor I could thoroughly rely with Native Sub- 
ordinates than three or four of these unknown 
and untried Europeans. The pressure, should it 
arise, will justify us in converting at once, for 
the use of the North-Western Provinces,the Thoma- 
son College Mstublishment, Principal, Professors, 
Masters, and Pupils, into an Agency for warks of 
relief, and a very important contribution to 
executive means would be formed by them. Jt 
would he in reality no interruption to their train 
ing, a8 they would gather experience in one of the 
best of Schools. With the means above indicated 
I do not think that serious embarrassment would 
be felt in obtaining the requisite agency. Some 
of the most active Work Agents in 1838 were 
| Missionaries, and the Jittle knowledge they -had, 
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with their probity and good sonse, made thom 
Tory valuable men for the work. 

‘Pho fourth head T have noted, viz., Irrigation

Gistribution should be the general ralo adopted, 
god all rules interfering therowith, though yrood 
in themselves, and to be restored to vigor when 
ithe peesaure had parsed uray, should lhe suspended, 
IL is impossible that the Chiefs of the Department 
can be everywhere, and the Local Officers should 
have their usual discretionary powers x0 exteuded 





as to enable them to act at once in emergent | 


eases. The Districts watered by these Canals are 
the Granaries of the Country when the Rains fuil, 
and their productive eqpacity should be stimulated 
to the utmost. 1 would therefore suggest to the 
Superintendent General and Director of Cunals in 
the North-Western Provinces and. Panjab, that 
they should consider themselves free to dispense 
toniporarily with all such Regulations as in their 
judgment were calculated to chock the tree eirent 
‘tion of the water, oven if some little risk or damage 
were involved therein, This discretion would, 1 am 
sure, be judiciously and earefially exercised hy both 
Officers, and their hands would be strengthened 
hy their having it. 

‘Phe last_point on which I have any remarks to 
make are the Food Riots, which, in the North- 
West, are the ordinary consequences, not. only of 
Famine, but of any considerable rise in the price off 
Food. 'T have known them frequently since 1838, 
and they are generally of the sume character, and 
due to the same cause, being mob attacks on the 
stores of Grain Dealers. Almost every Village 
Bunniah or Grain Merchant has his reserve stock 
of Grain often carefully concealed by being buried 
in pits duly protected. When the market is left 
to regulate itself, these stores flow out under the 
natural check of high prices, but without very 
much disposition on the part of the holders to 
starve the Bazar, go as still farthor to raise the cbst, 
Violence or injudivious interference of the Magis- 
trates to fix maximum rates or otherwise are 
followed at once by contraction of supplies, as the 
Bunniah of Upper India is a mid being, and at 
the same time an obstinate one. The class will 
trade with moderate fairness and consideration in 
their own fashion ; but shut up at once under 
pressure of any kind, Hence st is, I think, most 
essential that the utmodt possible care should be 
tnken to give the (rain Morchants perfect po- 
tection, and to secure their property against ull 
mob violence. This will be difficult, and doubt- 
Jess, in vome instances, impossible ; bu; the rule 
should I conevive be stringently enforced. The

Even in 1838, evil-disposed men took advantage 
of the general distresa. in certain exciteable lore 
Tities to cause extensive social disorganization. Wwe 
may naturally expect that such efforts will now Le 
repeated, and it will probably be considered expr 
dient to hold lightly equipped Columns of Troops 
in readiness al the Military Stations in dangerove 
Distriets to move at once in support of the Police, 
if the latter should require such aid, ‘There exe 
however be no organization amons the rioters, and 
they are little likely to eause serions distushanec, 
and the less 80 if they are aware that preeautinnany 
measures have been taken to maintain the peace 
With a strong hand if need be. 

‘The following abstract of the suggestions in

7. If the circumstances be so changed that a 
work once considered desirable and useful ean now 
be pronounced positively undesirable and an actual 
waste of money, it cannot be a duty to complete 
it. But pleas fur short of this are too often effec 
tive in such cares. They ought not to be so, and 
in every case where the plea falls much short of st, 
a substantial precedence should be given to the 
completion of work already begun over the com- 
mencement of new work, even where the latter is 
of greater promise. 

8, Ina correct view, this principle will embrace 
some classes of Works which may not at first 
appear to come under its operation. 

9, Thus, wherever a Road, which bas been 
completed so fur as was provided in the original 
project, is in trath only a paré of an important 
line of communication, this line may be regarded 
as only partially done, and the completion of such 
a line will have a claim to a high place in the 
scale of precedence. 

10. Lines of ond also acting as access ur 
feedera to Railways come under the same view. 
The Railway without these is essentially incom. 
plete for its object, and as no Works have been 
created at so great expense, in regard to none is 
the appheation of this principle more urgent. 

11. There is nothing inconsistent with the 
viows which His Excellency is so desirous to 
impress, in the modification of the original designs 
of an interrupted work, where those designs have 
been projected on a scale admitting of reduction. 

12. Though the Government of India, His 
Excellency is glad to say, has not entirely neglect 
ed this principle of late (as, ¢. 9. in the meusnres 
taken for ha-tening the completion of the Bombay 
and Agra Road, which has dragged unprofitably 
through so many years), there is still room for its 
stricter appheation. 

13, The completion of the great Road from 
Lahore to Peshawur, in a manner adequate to the 
importance of the line, though less ambitious than 
in the original scheme, has been taken up earnestly 
by the Governor Generul, as Papers about to be 
sent for the information of the President in Coun- 
cil will show. The completion of the Groat 
Deeean Line through the Saugor Territories, 
Nagpoor and Berar, is another instance in point, 
Orders in reference ‘to this line are now being 
issued to the Commissioner of Nagpoor, in con- 
nexion with his Budget for the coming year, and 
the attention of the Goverument, North-Western 
Provinees, and of the Resident at Hyderabad, will 
also be drawn to the subject. 

14. The completion of the Patna Road is ano- 
ther case which may be indicated. Though its

On this entry the Governor General hae to 
make some remarks, to which he desires to draw 
the particular attention of His Honor the 
Licutenunt-Governor. 

26. tis much to be regretted that from a 
succession of circumstunces not necessary to be 
here adverted to more particularly, the revised 
Estimates for this great Work, which were eub- 
mitted some years ago, have not yet been finally 
disposed of. They will be teken up as soon as 
they are recvived from Calcutta. But the.result 
of the delay has been that the Canal Officers have 
been working on Plans and Estimates which have 
never in detail been examined and sanctioned. 
For this these Officers have been in no reqpect to 
blame. But an evil arising from it has been, as 
it, spears to the Governor General, to give them 
the feeling of having the almost arbitrary disposal 
ofthe large eums annually assigned for the Canal. 
His Excellency has lately visited the Hoad Works 
of the Canal; he has viewed them with much 
admiration; and be is bound to say he 
believes the Canal Officers have t the sums 
assigned to them most conscientiously in doing

not think that the object has been sufficiently, 
kept in mind of working towards the earliest: possi= 
ble return, and of dispepsing with all work that 
can be dispensed with until this return is secured. 

27. It is mot too late to reform the course of 
proceeding in this respect, but it is necessary that 
it be done at once, 

28. The completed Canal project is estimated 
to cost, with ite Rajbuhas, about one crore and a 
half, of which it is believed that between sixty and 
seyenty lakhs are still unexpended. 


29. Tho costly and difficult Head Works 
required for the maintenance of the supply have 
Veen completed ; the Lahore Branch has been 
completed und opened ; the main Channel down 
the Doab has been considerably advanced. Less 
progress has been made with the Subraon and 
‘Kupoor Brauches. 

30. But the laying out and exenvation of 
Rajbuhas for the distribution of water is only 
just commenced. Heuce, even from the open part 
‘of the Canal, no Revenue can yet he derived, except 
through the existence of the old Huslee Canal, to 
wwhich the Works afford anvnlarged and certain 
supply, and the Revenue of which is proportionally 
augmented. 

31. Had a portion of the means at the com- 
mand of the Canal-Oiijcers been devoted to pre- 
paring the distributary Channels pari passu with 
the Works of the Lahore Branch, we should now 
huvo come into the immediate enjoyment of a 
very considerable Revenue. + 

32. The objects to which the Governor Gene- 
ral would now desire the whole available agency 
to be dirceted, are the following :— 

1st.—To the completion of Rajbuhas and all 
arrangements for distribution of water on those 
parts of the Cunul which are otherwise ready, or 
nearly ready, for the supply of irrigation. 

2nd.—To the completion of the main Channel 
with all the corresponding Channels of distribu- 
tion in its whole extent, if necessary, but pref 
ably to the first point, where the existence of an 
escape will admit of ita being used when partially 
complete. 

83. The Governor General would further de- 
sire that all Bridges or other costly Works which 
may not be absolutely essential to the early re- 

roductiveness of the Canal Works, should be de- 
Rived. It is unquestionable that Ferrics and Fords 
(paved if necessary) could be substitued to a very 
large extent for Bridges without any evil worth 
mentioning in comparison with the benefit to be 
derived from early exhibition of a favorable 
balance sheet. 

$4, It has not been forgotten that it may be 
urged against the course now indicated, that the 
cost of the Head and its difliculties is a fixed bur- 
den which will bear a much greater proportion 
‘to a limited scheme than if the whole work and 
sita branches were in an active operation for irriga- 
tion. It may also be urged thnt the branches in 
the Umriteur District will irrigate very rich land, 
productive, for which reason they 
oaght hot to be deferred. 

The last in a point of detail, If the 
that for such reasons 
with one of those 


branches rether'than with the main line, he will be 














at liberty to decide to that effect. 
Tine bas been named, 1e/, because it is well ad- 
vanced ; 2adly, beeause of the length of naviga- 
tion that it will afford ; Srddy, because the charace 
ter ofthe country through which it runs affords 
euch a field for showing what a Canal can effect 
in the reclamation of lands now affurding nothing 
but a scanty pasturage. 

36. The former objection evades the reality of 
our position in regard to these Works. Tho fact 
that on such Canal schemes as that of the Ganges 
Canal and tha Baree Canal, heavy expnditure 
continues for a long series of years without the 
commenvement of a Revenue. tends seriously to 
discredit enterprises of this character; and it is 
unqnestionable that a different system of working 
must be adopted if we hope to see any similar 
oxtensive Works of irrigation undertaken again in 
this part of India. 

37. If the work proeceds at all points as it is 
now doing, let it be considered what the effect of 
another financial stoppage would be. We should 
have a large series of costly Works in different 
parts of the Bareo Doub incomplete, requiring 
expensive maintenance, producing no Revenue, 
and at a stand-still. 

814, But if the Canal Officers are able to 
show their one or two branches in full operation, 
and bringing ina substantial Revenue, they will 
have no difficulty in obtaining from Government 
Funds for the extension and completion of the 
scheme on a similar tem, Whilst even if 
financial difficulties should restrict the supplies, 
a great and substantial result will have Leen 
secured. 

38. It is also possible that by sach a limitation 
and concentration of the work, some part of the 
present Staff may become available for other Works 
of equal importance. The annual outlay on the 
Canal, moreover, should not exceed what can be 
advantageously spent on the principles here laid 
down, and this limitation may afford additional 
Fnnds as well ns additional Staff for other Works. 
But the Governor General has no desire fo see 
the assignment to the Canal reduced 4elow what 
can be advautageously spent on these principles, 

39. There is nothing in these principles in- 
consistent with the strong sense that the Governor 
General entertains of the importance of bringing 
unfinished Works to completion, On the con- 
trary, it is the exaggoration of the evil arising 
from tho long deferred completion of Works, 
caused by the existing system of expenditure on 
the Canal, which His Excellency desires to remedy, 
by bringing sections of the Canal into the posi- 
tion of complete and remunerative Works as fast 
as possible,

11, The new Law continues the provision eon- 
tained in Act XXVIIL. of 1657, which empowers 
a Magistrate or Police Officer to disarm any per- 
aon found carrying Arms whenever it is considered 
dangerous to the public peawe to allow such per- 
son to go armed, but with this important differ. 
ence that, while under the old Law, the power can

13. A very desirable amendment. in the new 
Taw is that it restricts the power of search for 
Arms to a Magistrate, Joint Magistrate, or Deputy 
Muxtistrate, or to some European Officer appotted 
by Government. ‘The present Law, upon a general 
search for Arms being ordered in any District, 
allows the power of search to he exerersed hy the 
persons authorized hy such order, and by ald per- 
sons acting under ther authority. Tas. provision, 
it is to be feared, has been the cause of the di 
arming operations in some parts of the Country 
being conducted without sound discretion, and 
with greater harshness than the Law justifies. 


14, The new Taw, besides empowering the Go- 
yernment in future to declare that any Provinee or 
District shall be disarmed, enacts in regard to any 
District in which an order for a general search for 
Arms may have Leen iseued under Svetion XX1V. 
of Act XXVIIT. of 1937, and is still in operation 
—that is to say, is in operation when the new Law 
takes cffect—that in such District the Cliuses of 
the new Law shall at once come in force which 
make penal the possession of Arms without a licence 
in a District that has been ordered to be disarmed.

Sr,—I ax directed by tho Right Hon'ble the 
Governor General in Council to acknowledge the receipt 
of your ktter dated the Sth instant, forwarding a 
Petition from certain Christian Inhabitants of Calcutta, 
praying on behalf of themselves, and of all other 
Christian Inhabitants of the Bengal Presidency, that 
tho Government of India will make a declaration 
for exempting them from the appluation of Act No. 
XXVIII of 1857. 


2. The Governor General in Council is unable to 
comply with the prayer of this Petition, At tho 
same time, His Lordship in Council directs me to 
state ‘that ull exemptions which may be just and 
reasonable will be made by the Local Government 
whenever the Act, or any part of it, shall bo put in 
exceution 


8. The Governor General in Council cordially ap- 
preciates the loyal feelings of the Petitioners, and 
of thoa in whose name they speak, as aleo the support 
which they have given to the Government; but he 
cannot admit that the fact of the Arms’ Act being 
general in ita terms is any reflection upon their body 


4. The Governor General in Couneil does not 
share tho apprehension of the Petitionors that any 
owen which under the At ray be entrusted to 

strates or Commissioners of Police will be abused 
m the manner suppowed by them. 


5. Neither does Hix Lordship in Council agree in 
viewing the casv of the Punjab as parallel to that of 
Bengal. ‘The Punjab, when the disarming took place, 
was a newly conquered country, peopled with » hostile 
race, and it was reasonable fo draw a broad lino of 
demarcation between its whole Native population and 
all Europeans who mght become resident there. 
In Bengal, on the contrary, large portion of the 
population ix loyal and well affeeted to the British 
Government, and many have given proofs of this by 
exercising influence, and making property and life in 
support of the Government, 


6. If then the Taw should undertake to ley down 
line of distinction, and should elass these men with 
those who are not to be trusted, it would doa great 
injustice. If, on the contrary, 1t drawa no distinction, 
ut leaver all exemptions to be made according to 
circumstances by the Government which administers 
the Law, no such injustice is committed ; and it apnoars 
‘to the Governor General in Council scarcely possible 
that any Englishinan, or any Christian, viewing the 
case dispassionately, should find offence to himself in 
such a Law. Most assuredly no such offence is intend- 
ed; and the Governor General in Council has direoted 
ue to furnish this explanation to the Petitioners in

2. No formsl applications have yet 
made to the Government ‘to give aid or facilities 
in the formation of such Corps; but we know 
from the Newspapers, and from other sources, 
that ut some Stations in the Punjab and 
in the North-Western Provinces a disposition to 
form them has been shown, 


8. This disposition is probably traceable to 
several causes ;—to the sense of insecurity which 
has prevailed since the Mutinies, and which has 
not ceased with the restoration of order; to the 
very remarkable and inspiriting success which 
has attended the organization of Volunteers ja 
the United Kingdom; and, perhaps, to a mis- 
apprehension of the purposes and effect of the 
Arms’ Bill recently passed, and forming the sub- 
ject of our Despatch of the 18th July, or to a 
feeling of dissatisfaction at the non-exemption of 
Christians, as a clase, from the operation of that 
Law. 


4, But, whatsoever may be the causes, it is 
right that the disposition should be met and 
responded to by the Government. 


5. It has been our aim to do this in such a 
manner us shall give an aysprazce of useful and 
substantial aid wherever the disposition is earnest 
and deliberate; but we have not thought it neves- 
sary, or desirable, to invite volunteering, We 
should rogret to see Corps formed without a fair 
prospect of durability, and of the maintenance, 
emtinucusly, of a certain amount of efficiency 
and diseiphne, even when the first impulse may 
have passed away. We have therefure loft the 
initiation of a Corps absolutely to each Commu- 
nity. 








6. You will sce that the conditions upon 
which Arms and other aids have been offered are 
much leas stringent than those which have been 
adopted in England, The discourayements of 
climate, the frequent changes in the composition 
of European Society at moat Indian Stations, and 
the fact that nearly every body has his hands full, 
make it reasonable that as httle constraint as 
possible should be imposed upon those who are 
willing to become Voluntoers. 





7. We have provid thatthe Arms of the 
State shall not be placed in the hands of persons 
without training to nse them effic‘ently, and that 
the Government shall have some eecurity for the 
discipline and orderly condition of each Corps, 
‘This, we think, is enough. 


8. Itis our intention that the Arms to be 
furnished shall be Enfield Rifles of the newest 

ittern ; and if the store of these in India should 
fall short, we trust. that. Her Majesty’s Govern 
ment will be prepared tv increase the supply.

Osssrvations.—The Right Hon'ble the Go- 
vernor General in Couneil observes that, although 
the Despatch No.-1, 6f 1th January 1560, has 
not yet been replied to, the near appioach of the 
time at which the Local Governments must com- 
mence the preparation of their Budgets for 101+ 
and the admitted inconveniences of the present 
Budget Rules, render it very undesirable to allow 
the system to continue for another season.

Siz,—TI am directed to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter No, 193A., dated 15th October 1859, 
furnishing a Report on the Polive of tho North- 
Western Provinces. 





2, This Report embraces two subjects: It is a 
reply to the letter {rom this Department, No: 
118, dated Mth June 1859, calling for the result 
of the deliberations of the Committees appointed 
under the Resolution of the Governor General 
when administering the Government of the North- 
Western Provinces, No. 213A., dated 3Uth Novem- 
ber 1858, to inquire into and report upon various 
matters connected with the Civil and M 
Polies. It is also a reply to the letter No. 1319, 
dated 9th July 1859, and subsequent communica 
tions inquiring the extent to which the Military 
Police Fores in the ‘North-Western Provinces can 
be reduced, and calling (or Statements showing the 
present und proposed strength and cost of the 
ores. 














3% In this Report, however, the Lientenant- 
Governor has not submitted a detailed scheme, 
showing the strength and pay of the Police to ba 


retained or reduced in each District of the North.

ETAT Poli of their former duties, and 
to what extent the Civil Police can be reduced in 
consequence. The Lioutenant-Governor agrees 
generally in the views of the Agra Committee on 
this point, and would linit the functions of the 
! Military Police to those of a protective character. 
' His Honor would not permit their employment at 
‘Thannahs and other Police posts in the interior of 
| Districts, and he would use them chiefly in guard- 
| ing Juils and Treasuries, and in escorting Treasure 


and large gangs of Prisoners iu transit, ‘Tho rea~ 
son assigned for nui, employing the Military 


Police at the Thannal:s is, that there arc no proter- 
| five dutics at such posts which cannot he as welb 
| and more cheaply performed by.ordinury Burkun- 

dauzes, 


5. It follows, therefore, in the Lieutenant. 
Governor's opmion, that since the Military Police 
| are not to exercise any of the detective functions 
| of the Civil Police, no important reduction in the 
; strength of the Civil Police can Le effected in 
| consequence of the employment ot the Militury’ 
| Police. Further, His Honor observes that alk 
Ee icable reductions in the Civil Iorce have 
| been already mado for the purpose of increasing 
tho pay attached to the mote responsible posts 
without enhuneing the aggregate expenditure. 
‘The only hope of reduction which His Hony 
holds out, is by the abolition of some of the 2nd 
Class Chowkies in the interior of Distyicté. 

6. In the 7th paragraph gf thy’ Governor 
General’s Resolution, it is asked whether the old. 
Police Agency and Burkundauzes arc sufficient, or 
whether a new detective Agency should b8 consti- 
tuted. The Liewtenant-Governor endorses “tho. 
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ct . 
viewstf the Committes on this point, and records 
his opinion that what is wanted is not that a new 
Agency should be constituted under a new designa- 
tion, but that the old Agency should be improved. 
His Hohor would make the service more attractive, 
enlarge the powers of the Magistrate to reward, 
good service, and, above all, enforce more strictly 
the law of village responsibility. The proposals 
of the Committee as to the strength and pay of 
the'Civil Police Establishments, the introduction 
of a differential scale of remuneration for Officers 
of the eame Clase, and the conversion of First Class 
Chowkivs into Thunnahs, are approved by the 
Lieutenaht-Governor ; but His Honor objects to the 
establishment of Road Chowkies from the Civil 
Police, believing the Mounted Military Police to 
be a much better Agency for patrolling and pro- 
teoting the Roads. 

In Cities and Sudder Stations, the Licute- 
Governor is of opinion that the Military 
Police might he advantageously employed in the 
proportion of one-third to the whole strength of 
the Force. Their duties would Le merely proteo- 
tive, all the other duties being still performed Ly 
the Thannah Establishments which could be pro- 
portionally redueed in strength. His Honor would 
‘also inerease the pay of the Kotwals, and 
reorganize the Lstablishments, placing them 
generally on a liberal footing. 

8. The 8th paragraph of the Resolntion relates 
to Tehscel Guards and Chupprassies, On this poiut 
the Committeo observe that detailed proposals can 
be made only on local considerations. ‘They there- 
fore content themselves with expressing an opinion 
that from fifteen to twenty Chupprassies should be 
allowed for every lakh of Revenue to be collected, 
\d that the present Establishments do not admit 
of much reduction. The’ Lieutenant-Governor 
however proposes to cmpluy Military Police at the 
Tehseels for the Guard and Escort of Treasure, so 
that fifteen Chupprassies for every lakh of Revenue 
will probably be sufficient, and reduction to that 
extent may therefore be effected. 

9, In regard to Personal aud Office Guards, 
referred to in paragraph 9 of the Resolution, the 
Committeo aud the Lieutenant-Governor agree in 
strongly recommending that. where there is no 
Treasure, there should be no Military Police Guard, 
except. when Officers are in tho interior of their 
Districts. ‘The present Burkundauzes are preferred 
hy many Officers, would bo equally elfective, and 
might be reduced in number. 

10, With respect to the reductions which may 
be effected in the Military Police, the Lieutenant 
Governor observes in the first place that these 
Police have been charged with many onerous 
duties which are putely Military, and which were 
formerly performed hy the Native Army, but that 
their cost, even to the Military pay of the Zuro- 
pean Officers, has been entirely dobited to the 
Civil Department. Tis Honor requires that the 
Police should be.employed only on those duties of 
Guard and Escort which legitimately are their own, 
and that the Civil Department should be freed 
from charges which do not properly belong to it. 

this gondition alone is His Honor able to pro- 
pose any teduction. 

11. ‘Th&, Lieufenant-Governor also remarks 
that there ia a great difference between the pre- 
sent state of the country and that, which existed 
shen €h6 Military Police was first reised. "This ie 
0 far the case in His Honor’s opivion, the 

















Police Fores may be considerably reduced in the 
whole of the .Rohilcund Division, the Benares 
‘Division, except Ghazeepore and  Goruckpore, 
‘Allahabad Division, pxcept Banda. But His 
Honor thinks that in the 6ubbulpore and Jhansi 
Divisions no reduction can at present be made, 
until the Mutineers in the neighbourhood be 
broken up or exterminated. Tis Honor furtHer 
observes that the exigencies of the times at which 
the Military Police was raisod rendered it necessary 
to offer high pay, and to establish grades of 
rank which would make the Service attractive to 
Natives, while, owing to the onerous nature of the 
duties required of them, the pay of European Ofi- 
cers fixed at a high rate, and European Non- 
Commnissioned Officers were employed to assist 
them in drilling the Levies. From these causes 
the cost of the Military Police is very high. 


12, Tho original scheme contemplated gene- 
rally the entertainment of two Troops of Horse and 
eight Companies of Foot at the Head Quarters of 
euch Division, and of half that number in cach 
District, the ‘sanctioned cost being Rupecs 3,110 
for each Troop, and Rupees 989 for each Company, 
and the totul sanctioned cost for Horse and Foot 
Rupees 4,19,077-12 a nfonth, This cost was never 
reached, but the actual cost of the existing Force 
in July last was Rupees 8,71,772-2-5 a month. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor now proposes 
the fullowing reduetions —

In Allygurh and Boslundsinhur, owing to their 
position, and especially to their being intersected 
by the Grand ‘T'rnnk and other important Roads, 
the Licutenant-Governor would not reduce the 
namber of Sowars in the District Troops below 
100. 

An Suharunpore and Moradabad he would allow 
four Companies of Infuntry. 

In Etawah he would ‘keep the Troop at its 
present strength, and add a Company of Infantry, 
when the tawah Levy is disbanded. 

In Banda His Honor would keep oue Troop at 
its full strength, ultimately removing the second 
Troop and one Company of Infantry.

18. The Lieutenant-Governor has not studied 
this question so as to be able to give a decided 
opinion upon it, but he thinks generally there 
may be other considerations against it besides 
the expense, ‘Ile recommends however the Pen- 
sion scheme to favorable consideration. 

19. The Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion .as 
conveyed in your Report is in short this, that the 
fact of having a Military Police at his disposal, 
even at its present atrength, will not enable him 
to make any reduction at all in the «general 
strength or expense of the ordinary Civil Police ; 
that on the contrary further expense ix necessary 
to make the Civil Police efficient ; and that any 
possible reduction of the cost of it in one direction 
must be applied to strengthen it in another. The 
only way in which the Military Police, it is said, 
can relieve the Civil Police is in patrolling the 
Roads. 

Tt is not even recommended that the Militar 
Police should furnish Personal Guards for the Civil 
Officers, except when they are in the interior of

21. The sanctioned cost of the present Mili- 
tary Police is Rupees 4,19,077 a mouth, or Ru- 
pees 50,258,924 a yeat for salaries and establish- 
ments alone. The actual cust in July last waz 
Rupees 8,71,772 a month, or Rupees 44,61,264 
ayear. Tho lowest point to which the Lien. 
tenant-Governor thinks the cust ean be redueed 
is Rupees 2,61,316 a month, or Rupees 31,293,792 
a year, and that only on the understanding that 
the Military Police is reheved of all Military 























duties of every kind, and employed only on those 
inentioned in'the preceding paragraph. 
22. The Force which the Lieutenant-Governor 





propotes to keep up for these purposes in the 
thirty-nine Disticts of the North-Western Pro- 
vines consists of eighty-six Buropean Officers, 
4,000 Cavalry, and 16,000 Tufuntry of all grades, 
and a proportional Non-cllective Establishment. 

23. In Oude, consisting of twelve Districts, 
there is no other Police except the Military Police, 
and they undertake the eutire protection of the 
Country, that is to suy, they do all the work done 
by the Military and Civil Police in the North. 
Weatern Provinces, and something more, the 
Native Army being confined to Cantonment and 
other purely Military duties, The cost of this 











| ores has lately been reduced to fifteen Inkhe a 


year, and now that the Frontier is quiet, it will be 
reduced to eleven lakhs a year. 

24, Taking the proportion of Districls, if 
eleven lakhs he enough to provide a Polich for 
Oude, capable of performing all Civil dutjes and 
all Military duty except that of the Cantonments, 
thirty-six Jakhs ‘ought to suffice fof the same 
objects in the North-Western “Provinces; whereas 
the Lieutenant-Governor in addition to filtéen, 
Jakhs for the purely Civil Police proposes to incur 
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the annual chatgo of thirty-one lakhs for a Military 
Police who are to perform no Military duties, 
making the total expense of tho Police forty-six 
lakhs @ year; and moreover His Excellency has no 
doubt whatever that the Oude Police which, on the 
reduced scale, comprises thirteen Regiments af 
Foot each 600 strong, and fourteen Troops of 
Cavalry each 105 strong, or in all 7,800 Foot and 
1,470 Horse, is even still much more numerous 
than will oventually be found necessary. 

26. But between the Oude Police and tho 
NortheWestern Provinees Military Police there can 
be no real comparison. Indeed, the latter is not 
really a Police in the full sense of the torm. It is 
rather an establishment of Jail and Treasury 
Guards of a most expensive kind, doing that whic 
in great part may be as well done by Burkun- 
datizes ; sand to entertain for such purpokes a force 
‘of 4,000 Cavalry and 16,000 Infantry, atan annual 
eost of more than thirty-one lakhs of Rupecs in 
salaries alone, is in the opinion of the Governor 
Genoral impossible. 

26. His Excellency does not think it neces: 
and knows that itis generally thought by Ci 
Officers useless to have a Miltary Guard at ever 
‘Tehseel in addition to tho Establishment of Chup- 
prassies whom it is proposed still to keep up ; or to 
provide a Military Escort for the small 1cmittanecs 
of Treasure which are seut fom thence to the Sud 
der Statin, Before the Mutiny, the Agency of 
the Chupprassies was used on this service, and the 
Governor General believes that the plunder of ‘iene 
sure, either at a Tehseel, or in trunsit to the Dis- 
trict Treasnry, was rarely if over keard of—except 
in some parts ofthe Jhansi and Jubbulpore Divi- 
sions, and perhaps in Itawah and Banda the Coun- 
try is just ay safe ag ib was, perhaps safer than it 
was before the Mutiny Indood eapertence (acts 
us that our Treasure is in greater danger from 
our own armed Native Guards of the Sepoy class 
than it is from chance or professional robbers. 
Nearly a third of the Infuntry Foree proposed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor is for guarding Tehseuls. 

27. His Excellency is not prepured to direct 
the Lientenant-Governor against His *Honor's 
opinion, and that of the great body of Civil 
Officers under him, to adopt the Ouae system of 
Police, discharging the whole of the Civii Police 
Establishments, and employing the Military 
Police in their stead ; but on the other hand it is 
wholly out of the question, if the Civil Estabhsh- 
mente Le maintained even ou their present foot- 
ing, to sanction the continued employment of a 
body of men 20,000 strong, armed and disciplined 
Jike Soldiers, but exempt from all Military duty, 
independent of His Excelleney the Commander- 
in-Chief, and having nothing to do but to guard 
Fails and Treasuries, and to escort Treasure, ex- 
cept on the rare oconsions when tho Reserve may 
be required by the Magistrate to assist the Police 
in quelling an emeute. 

28, Thereis, in the Governor General’s opinion,
